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Bloody steer dragged on Judd 
Road when floor of trailer fails

On Sept. 19 at around 2 p.m., Suzanne 
Jones was heading to her Judd Road home 
in Sumpter Township when she saw drag 
marks on the roadway. 

She was coming west on Judd Road from 
Martinsville Road heading to her home 
west of Sumpter Road. The drag marks 
started before Martinsville Road and went 
on for more than a mile. 

Soon, along with the drag marks, she saw 
hunks of fresh meat. 

A horse trailer was stopped at the four- 
way stop at Judd and Sumpter roads and 
police made drivers go through the party 
store parking lot to get around the blocked 
corner. 

She saw in the back inside of the trailer 
the two back legs of a black horse and a tail 
that was waving slowly back and forth in 
the wind. Pieces of meat were everywhere, 
she said. 

She was told that the steer and horse were 
being taken to be slaughtered when the 
floor of the trailer fell out. She said there 
were long trails of blood on the asphalt and 
the Sumpter Fire Department was trying to 
hose off the blood. 

The injured animals were placed in a nice 
trailer to continue their ride. Jones said 
they were not dead. 

“I don’t want that to happen to any other 
animal,” Jones said. “I know they were 
being taken to slaughter, but that is no 
excuse for them to be tortured like that. 

“Trailers should be inspected,” Jones 
said. “When you see the outside of a trailer 
is badly rusted, you wonder what does the 
floor inside look like.” 

Jones said she was willing to work to 
require inspections of trailers to carry 
animals. 

She said there are lots of people in rural 
Sumpter Township who have horses and 
other animals. And, while some of the 
trailers are fine, some are in bad repair. 
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Also, Jones wants the driver to be charged 
with something, at least animal cruelty. 
She said he must have felt the dragging 
as he drove along and probably wouldn’t 
have stopped if it weren’t a four-way-stop 
intersection. 

Sumpter Township Police Chief Eric 
Luke said the driver was cited for spilling 
his load, a misdemeanor with a penalty of 
$500 and or 90 days in jail. 

Chief Luke said the police officer’s 
report of the incident states that the driver 
was hauling a trailer containing a bull he 
was transporting to a slaughter house. 
According to the report, the driver said that 
he heard a loud thud and stopped to find 
that the animal’s legs had broken through 
the bottom of the trailer and were dragging 
on the pavement, causing injury to its 
hooves/legs and resulting in quite a bit of 
blood loss on the roadway. 

The animal was subsequently transferred 
to another trailer for transport and the 
Sumpter Township Fire Department was 
called out to wash down the blood on the 
roadway, Chief Luke said. 

Jones said there were two animals and 
she certainly knows what a horse looks 
like. Her coworker said he saw the horse’s 
front legs on the floor of the trailer, so 
maybe the horse didn’t fall through like 
the steer did. She said she will never forget 
the black horse tail waving back and forth 
in the wind.

Six of eight school board candidates participate in forum

Six of the eight candidates in the Nov. 
8 election for Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education participated in the 
League of Women Voters public forum 
Sept. 21 at Belleville High School. 

Current school board members Brent 
Mikulski and Kelly Owen, who are seeking 
reelection, did not attend the forum, but 
sent one-minute opening statements which 
were read by League member Virginia 
Belinski after the other candidates had 
given their opening statements. 

Mikulski’s statement said his mother had 
died and family was celebrating her life 
that evening, so he could not attend the 
forum. Owen said could not attend, but 
gave no reason. 

Lots were drawn before the hour-long 
forum began to determine where the 


participating candidates would sit at 
the table in the Belleville High School 
Commons. 

From left were Darlene Loyer Gerick, 
Victor DeLibera, Simone Pinter, David Peer, 
Keith Johnston, and Susan Featheringill. 

Moderator Paula Bowman, vice president 
of the Northwest Wayne County League 
of Women Voters, read nine questions 
presented in writing by members of the 
audience and screened to make sure they 
were not repetitive and made no attacks. 

Each candidate answered each question, 
rotating the order so that a different one 
spoke first after each question. At the end 
everyone gave a closing statement, with 
Gerick, DeLibera, Pinter and Featheringill 
indicating they were on a slate and asking 
voters to elect them together. 

Former board member Peer said he 
decided to run for the board after former 


board member Johnston suggested they 
run together. 

Questions included what each would do 
differently than the present board; if they 
supported returning to Robert’s Rules of 
Order for board meetings; how to restore 
trust and transparency to the school board; 
whether former School Supt. Michael 
Van Tassel should continue to be used as 
a consultant; how to get more minorities 
in school leadership; what would you do 
if you start to notice a mass exodus of 
teachers; improving teacher evaluation 
process; if the budget is tight would you 
eliminate art, music, library, and gym; and 
what do you perceive to be the role of the 
school board. 

All the candidates present agreed that 
the district did not need former Supt. Van 
Tassel as a paid consultant, which was part 
of his separation agreement. 


Peer said a simple, “No,” and Johnston 
said he wasn’t needed. 

Featheringill said it would be detrimental 
to the new superintendent to have the old 
superintendent coming in the back door 
when he isn’t needed. 

Gerick said there was no reason to have 
him involved and De Libera said he didn’t 
know what the contract said. 

Pinter said there was absolutely no reason 
to have the former superintendent involved. 
“He should have no say-so in this district. 
We’ve lost too many good teachers ... Let 
him go on his way.” 

The meeting was recorded and will be 
put on the League’s web site at www. 
lwvnorthwestwayne.org. Also, candidates 
have been invited to take part in the online 
voter guide that also will be printed out 
and be distributed at the Belleville Area 
District Library.

Wolverine is adding a second pipeline 
next to the one that’s been in place since 
1953. It also is clearing the trees from the 
right of way so aerial surveillance can be 
done weekly. This aggressive clearing 


started in 2010. He showed pictures of how 
tree roots grow around the pipes and cause 
corrosion. 

It’s the tree cutting and trench digging 
that is bringing dismay to residents along

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
pointed out VBT is right in the middle of 
the Aerotropolis area between Willow Run 
and Metro airports. 

“To spent that kind of money for 
something we get nothing for?” Atchinson 
asked “I’m all for it if it’s beneficial to the 
township.” 

“Let’s see if they can convince us that 
something good is going to happen,” said 
DDA member Robert Bechtel. 

Taxpayers are interested in that, too.

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Why does VBT need a 
public safety millage?

This is a two-part answer. First, the Van 
Buren Township’s Public Safety Department 
consumes all of the 4 mills dedicated to 
public safety and additionally uses over 4 
million dollars out the general fund. YES 
that means public safety is depleting the 
general fund by at least 4 million dollars 
a year. This annual consumption cripples 
the general fund and stifles the township’s 
ability to dedicate funding to debt, growth, 
or unforeseen matters. For years our 
inadequate way of funding the Public 
Safety Department has worked because the 
general fund adequately covered our debt 
obligations. 

To address the multi-million dollar Visteon 
Bond Debt, Van Buren Township draws 
money from the LDFA. In 2019 the LDFA 
tax capture will not have enough revenue 
to cover the Visteon Debt Payment, which 
at that time the general fund will have to 
cover the balance. 

Secondly, the Van Buren Township 
current Public Safety Millage expires at the 
end of 2016. This means that after 2017 our 
Public Safety Department will not have any 
dedicated funding. The 4 mills will expire 
and your YES VOTE for the 6.5 mills will 
proceed. That means you are voting for 
a 2.5 millage increase. Your YES VOTE 
will allow our community to maintain 
our public safety services, minimize the 
depletion of our general fund, and enable 
us to meet our debt obligations. Please go 
to www.supportvbps.com where you can 
find additional information and calculate 
how your YES VOTE will impact your 
taxes.

Ray Fleming takes Honor 
Flight to Washington, D.C.

Ray Fleming of Belleville was overcome 
with emotion as he told how a little girl 
shook his hand late in the evening on Sept. 
10, looking him in the eyes and saying, 
“Thank you, veteran. Thank you for saving 
my country.” 

“It was an overwhelming experience, 
something every veteran should have,” 
said Fleming, who turns 86 on Oct. 1. 

He refers to the Talons Out Honor Flight 
he took from Kalamazoo Airport to Dulles 
International Airport and back that day that 
ended up with a big celebration and parade 
at the Kalamazoo Air Zoo. 

Although their flight was late returning 
and the festivities didn’t start until after 10 
p.m., their route was lined with families 
with babies and little girls reaching out to 
shake the veterans’ hands and thank them 
personally for their service. 


“I was just beyond honored,” Fleming 
said. “I was speechless. I told the people of 
Kalamazoo that I didn’t know how to act. 
I’ve never been honored like that before.” 

“Our wish is that every Korean and 
World War II veteran experience this,” said 
Ray’s wife Betty. “This was more than he 
ever, ever expected. It was done with such 
dignity.” 

The Talons Out Honor Flight is the 
Southeastern Michigan hub for the national 
Honor Flight Network. They fly World 
War II and Korean War veterans from in 
and around Southeastern Michigan to 
Washington, D.C., to visit the memorials 
built in their honor, at no cost to them. 

Ray said the all-volunteer organization 
operates on generous donations. The Talons 
Out Honor Flights run about three times a 
year at a cost of about $93,000 each.

“It’s a spectacular trip from beginning to 
end,” Betty said. 

Ray Fleming served in the Korean War 
from 1952 to 1956. He was on a destroyer 
for four years as a Boiler Tender Second 
Class. His job was below decks where the 
noise was really loud. That noise affected 
his hearing. 

Ray’s daughter Patty Ruggio read a 
story about the Honor Flight a year and a 
half ago and filled out the application for 
her father. Patty’s husband Ron Ruggio, 
a Navy veteran from the Vietnam War, 
accompanied Ray on the trip as his 
companion. 

At a full sit-down dinner for about 150 in 
Kalamazoo on Friday evening, Ray said he 
got to meet a lot of veterans. In the morning 
his flight took off, carrying about 32 WWII 
vets and 36 Korean vets. 

Fleming said the plane got a water 
salute from a fire truck as it took off in 
Kalamazoo, as it landed in Washington, 
and then as it took off and landed again. It 
was spectacular, he said. 

After landing in Washington, the vets 
were loaded onto deluxe buses and escorted 
by four motorcycles and a police cruiser, 
“just as if we were President of the United 
States.” They cut right through the heavy 
traffic and went through red lights, “like 
we were heroes,” he said. 

The veterans were taken to the WWII 
monument, to those for the Korean and 


Vietnam wars, and more, with a total of 
eight different monuments. They also were 
in the front row of the Changing of the 
Guard at Arlington National Cemetery. 

There were vets from Nevada and New 
Mexico as well as Michigan at the Arlington 
ceremony. 

“They kept feeding us and making us 
drink a lot of water,” Fleming said, noting 
the temperature in Washington was 93-95 
degrees that day. Their escorts insisted all 
the vets ride in wheelchairs. 
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On the way back, after a full day, someone 
called out, “Mail call. Mail call,” and 
presented piles of letters to each veteran. 
Mail call was what servicemen looked 
forward to and so this was extremely 
touching, Betty said. 

The letters were from members of each 
veteran’s family — children and adults — 
and from perfect strangers, all thanking 
them for their service. 

Betty said some woman wanted to make 
a lap quilt for each veteran on this trip and 


she completed 30 and died in July before 
her project was complete. Her daughter 
wanted to complete her mother’s project so 
she got help through her church and each 
veteran received a lap quilt in honor of that 
woman.

the route. 

Wilson said Wolverine is a transportation 
service company and doesn’t own the 
product that flows through the pipe. It was 
started in 1952 and has 67 employees. The 
corporative office is in Portage. 

The pipes go from Chicago into Detroit 
on the east side of the state and north in the 
west side of the state. Wilson said 300,000 
barrels a day flow through the pipes, two- 
thirds of what Michigan consumes. 

Currently they are transporting gasoline 
and diesel fuel. 

He showed a map of Van Buren 
Township and how the pipeline runs from 
Rawsonville Road on the west and heads 
through the metropark towards Metro 
Airport in Romulus on the east. 

He said the company is under intensive 
federal and state regulations. He said 
they talk to townships along the way, 
letting them know what is going on. He 
said information can be found at www. 
wolverinepipeline.com . 

Wilson said they try to update public 
awareness and he urged residents to call 
Miss Dig at 811 if they are going to do any 
digging with equipment near the pipelines.

There are two basic types of power of attorney: 
financial and medical. The medical power of attorney is 
also known as the Patient Advocate Designation. Both 
types of powers of attorney are effective while you are 
alive and become ineffective upon death. 


Powers of Attorney 


The purpose of the Patient Advocate Designation (PAD) 
is to appoint the Patient Advocate (PA). The PA acts 
for you if you cannot participate in medical decisions. 
Two doctors must certify that you cannot participate in 
medical care decisions. The certification must be in 
writing, placed in your medical records, and reviewed 
annually. PADs often contain a “Living Will” section 
containing instructions regarding end-of-life care. For 
example, it can contain a provision forbidding artificial 
respiration or that you are to receive all possible life 
sustaining procedures. The PAD ensures that someone 
of your choosing has authority to carry out your wishes 
concerning medical treatment. 


The Financial Power of Attorney appoints someone 
(the Agent) to manage financial affairs if you become 
incapacitated. Are you paying your bills or are you 
giving your money away to the kids down the block? A 
financial power of attorney can be effective immediately 
or it can spring into effect when a specific event occurs. 
There are three ways that this document can specify 
when the Agent can act: by medical certification, by a 
private disability panel, or by a written statement from 
you. Medical certification often requires two doctors 
to agree that an individual is unable to manage their 
finances. A private disability panel is hand picked by 
you and consists of 3 to 5 persons. The financial power 
of attorney would specify whether decisions need to be 
unanimous or by majority. Upon certification of inca- 
pacity by the disability panel, your agent would begin 
overseeing your finances. The most important decision 
to make in regards to your financial power of attorney 
is the choice of your agent. Think long and hard when 
choosing your agent because you are giving that person 
power over your money.

Damage causes corrosion, a big enemy of 
the steel pipes. 

He said Wolverine is big on preserving 
wetlands and works with the MDEQ. 

Wilson said “smart pigs” are required 
to be used inline every five years to check 
out the pipelines. He said three-fourths of 
the valves on the pipelines are controlled 
electronically from Portage. 

Krauss said the company works on 
emergency preparedness and response. 
They will be having their annual spill drill 
to see how prepared they are to contain a 
spill. It’s a tabletop experience and they 
invite local groups to participate. 

He said the easements through people’s 
subdivisions and homesteads have a 
perpetual right. He said he would be glad 
to look at people’s easements to help 
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them understand, but he cannot give legal 
advice. 

Wilson said the pipes are wired and this 
takes all of the corrosion out of the pipe. 
He said the pipe that was laid in 1953 was 
made of virgin steel mined in the U.S. He 
said steel will last forever if you provide 
the cathodic protection. 

Dwight Snodgrass of Country Pond 
subdivision said, “Our land is totally 
destroyed. Over 100 trees have been 
removed from the property.” 

“There’s not anything you can do,” said 
Trustee Reggie Miller, who also lives in 
Country Pond subdivision. “They have the 
right.” 

Supervisor Linda Combs said, “They 
have all their ducks in a row ... and it is

John Toth, and Sumpter Supervisor John 
Morgan. 

He claims conversion, stating the 
defendants converted, stole,extorted, and/or 
confiscated Po’s personal property on Aug. 
16 when they raided his home and medical 
marijuana business on Harris Road. 

On Sept. 16, Po’s wife Clarita filed suit 
against the same defendants about what 
happened to her as a result of that raid. 

Their attorney Ronald Reese Ruark said 
a third, major law suit is coming for a 
violation of Civil Rights. 

The most recent suit, 16-0122180- 
NO, states Po, 67, is a medical marijuana 
caregiver in Sumpter Township and has six 
patients, including himself, and six State 
cards for these patients. 

The suit states even though Po is not 
licensed with Sumpter Township to grow 
medical marijuana, Po entered into a 
Deferred Prosecutorial Agreement with 
Sumpter which allows him to grow medical 
marijuana in Sumpter without a license. 

In the Agreement, Sumpter agreed to 
allow Po to grow medical marijuana in the 
township without a township license in 
exchange for $40,000. 

The suit said the township police, led by 
Detective John Toth, raided his property at

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about 10:30 a.m. Aug. 16, although they 
knew Po grew medical marijuana at the 
property pursuant to the Agreement. 

The suit claims the search warrant was 
fraudulently procured from the 34" District 
Court by Det. Toth and Sumpter Township. 

The suit states, “The search warrant 
obtained by the government states that ‘[t]he 
township has agreed to forgo the suspended 
license with the understanding that Po 
diligently pursue moving the marijuana 
grow out of the residential zone into the 
industrial zone.” This search warrant is 
Exhibit A. 

The search warrant states that the 
government can seize, secure, tabulate, 
and make return according to the law the 
following property and things: 

“A tabulation of how many marijuana 
plants are at this location and in the 
event there are more plants a [sic] then 
[sic] allowed under state law, all illegal 
marijuana, marijuana equipment, money, 
computer equipment related to marijuana, 
and all items related to marijuana trade.” 

Po was raided for allegedly growing 
marijuana in excess of the legal limit 
allowed. 

The suit claims that on Sept. 8, Sumpter 
Police Officer Elizabeth Egerer served 
Po with a drug asset forfeiture Notice of 
Seizure and Intent to Forfeit, 23 days after 
the raid. 

Po refused to sign the Notice, as counseled 
by his attorney. 

In the suit it is alleged that as of Sept. 23, 
Sumpter Township has not promptly filed 
forfeiture proceedings in Wayne County. 

In the suit it states the property seized has 
a fair market value of over a million dollars 
and that Sumpter Township is attempting 
to steal property from Nelson Po that has 
nothing to do with medical marijuana. 
Exhibit B is the list of 91 items listed for 
forfeiture. 

Among the items Sumpter is extorting 
from Po, the suit states, are Rolex 
watches, wedding rings, televisions, three 
automobiles, several bottles of Dom 
Perignon, and other items that do not fall 
under provisions of the search warrant. 

The first count, Conversion, states Po 
is allowed to grow 72 medical marijuana 
plants and police destroyed them. Also, the 
defendants had no right to take the personal 
property and assets of Po. 

Po demands the return of all his personal 
property, including the cash, his 2016 
Porsche, a red 2014 Chevrolet pick up, his 
black 2015 pick up, several televisions, 
10 LED light fixtures, 14 Magnum hoods, 
30 ballast, 48 video cameras, a video 
surveillance system, and other items. 

Count 2 is Violation of the Michigan 
Medical Marihuana Act that states that 
any paraphernalia or licit property that is 
possessed as allowed under this act shall 
not be seized or forfeited. 

Po wants all his property back and/or a 
judgment amount of one million dollars, 
including compensatory and punitive 
damage and double and treble damages 
allowed under Michigan law, together with 
costs, interest, and attorney fees. 

A jury trial is demanded. 
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Keystone Board signs brief for Supreme Court on transgender law suit

The Keystone Academy Board of 
Directors agreed to sign a professional 
educators’ amicus brief on a case that may 
be going before the U.S. Supreme Court. 

At the board’s regular meeting Sept. 8, 
board president Vesta Losen explained the 
procedure. 

Losen reminded board members that on 
June 23 they approved a motion to take a 
stand on transgender bathroom issue with 
the Alliance Defending Freedom. 

The first of several federal law suits 
highlighting this issue is now being 
considered for review by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, she said. 

In GG v. Gloucester County School 
District, a student is relying upon the U.S. 
Department of Education’s directive to 
demand access to facilities reserved for 
members of the opposite biological sex. 

A friend-of-the-court brief is being 
prepared to inform the Supreme Court 
about the challenges faced by professional 
educators. The brief will highlight the 
dilemma educators face when seeking to 
protect the privacy, safety, and dignity of 
all their students; advocate for authority 
to resolve challenges for transgender 
students on a case-by-case basis (without 
prescribing any single method); and 
request the Department of Education to 
avoid making sweeping changes without 
getting the input required by law. 

Alliance Defending Freedom lawyers 
are filing the amicus brief and asks that as 
many educators as possible sign the online 
document. 

Losen said people involved in education 
are asked to visit www.Sign YourSupport. 
com/educators to learn more and to sign up 
if they support it by Sept. 20. 

There is no cost to the signers and the 
only information shared with the Court 
is the name, title/credentials, and state of 
residence. All other contact information, 
including email, is provided in case the 
legal teams need to contact the signer in 
connection with an amicus brief. 

“I know other teachers and other board 
members will be happy to sign this,” Losen 
said. “It’s all on line.”

e Received a report from National 
Heritage Academies comparing Keystone’s 
2015-16 state academic scores with 
adjoining districts. Keystone shows higher 
proficiency in all categories over the Van 
Buren Public Schools,Lincoln Consolidated 
School District, and statewide scores. “We 
outperformed other districts and the state,” 
Godfrey said. As far as the MSTEP results 
recently received, she said, “We’re proud 
of our results... We feel we’ve done very 
well”; 

e Heard Jeff Henders of NHA report 
that Keystone academic results are great 
but academic performance in schools 
across the state is declining because of the 
state changing the tests. He said teacher 
turnover is more because as the economy 
grows, other schools have money to pay 
our teachers. “There’s a lot of competition 
now for teachers,” he said.

Gov. Rick Snyder signs landmark 
medical marijuana legislation 


On Sept. 21, Gov. Rick Snyder signed 
a three-bill package to clarify the state’s 
voter-approved medical marijuana law that 
was adopted in 2008. 

“This new law will help Michiganders 
of all ages and with varying medical 
conditions access safe products to relieve 
their suffering,’ Snyder said. “We can 
finally implement a solid framework that 
gives patients a safe source from which to 
purchase and utilize medical marijuana.” 

House Bills 4209, 4827 and 4210 
sponsored by state Reps. Michael Callton, 
Klint Kesto, and Lisa Posthumus Lyons, 
respectively, will give local governments 
the authority to regulate the location and 
number of medical marijuana provisioning 
centers, allow marijuana-infused products, 
such as lotions and tinctures for patients 
who would rather not smoke or consume 
marijuana, and create a “seed-to-sale” 
tracking system to ensure that any 
marijuana being dispensed to patients has 
been tested for safety. The bills are now PA 
281-283 of 2016. 


The bills have been worked on in the 
Legislature, both in the current term and 
last term, with a variety of stakeholders 
and patient advocacy groups. They are 
supported by the National Patient’s Rights 
Association, the Michigan Epilepsy 
Foundation and Michigan Parents for 
Compassion.

Superintendent’s

Well...we just finished our first month of 
school. This is my favorite time of year! When 
I think of fall, I picture the leaves changing, 
new bulletin boards, clean notebooks, 
shiny shoes, and developing relationships. 
Everything is fresh and exciting. There is 
an anticipation in the air and expectations 
of establishing a new routine. It is the true 
“New Year” for educators. 

That first year in education is even more 
special. This year, in Van Buren Public 
Schools, we have seven first-year teachers. I 
remember my first year like it was yesterday. 
My own classroom, students, parents, and 
the daunting task before me. 

Here’s to Ms. Kitchen, Ms. Hale, Ms. 
Kole, Ms. Nagy, Mr. Sherman, Ms. Barrett, 
and Mr. Swietlik; may your first year be full 
of support, joy, frustration, and learning. We 
are here for you. 

For decades, there has been a teacher 
shortage in various parts of the country 
(especially in the Southwest). It has now 
reached Michigan. Between 2008 and 2014, 
college education programs in Michigan 
have seen a 52% drop in enrollment. 

In fact, there is a critical shortage list 
published by the State each year. Currently, 
teachers of world language, early childhood 
education, many career tech classes, special 
education, and substitute teachers are listed. 
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In my experience, it is very hard to find 
science and math teachers, as well. The 
number of qualified candidates have been 
shrinking each year. This once “honorable” 
profession has been raked across the coals 
in a very public manner.

In Michigan, most make less money than 
they did 5 years ago. Ina time of high tuition 
costs and high college debt, becoming a 
teacher is not as viable as it once was.
